political commttees, and public officials.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Election Code is anended by adding

Section 9-25.3 as foll ows:

(10 ILCS 5/9-25.3 new)

Sec. 9-25.3. Acceptance of prohibited contributions.

(a) A candidate, political committee, or public official

may not knowi ngly accept a contribution or anything of val ue

fromor on behalf of (i) an entity that would be subject to

the Riverboat Ganbling Act or the Illinois Horse Raci ng Act

of 1975 if that entity was doing business in lllinois, (ii) a

li censee or applicant for licensure under the provisions of

the Riverboat Ganbling Act or the Illinois Horse Raci ng Act

of 1975, (iii) any officer, director, holder, or controller

of a legal or beneficial interest in any such |license or

application, (iv) any gani ng operations nanager, or (v) any

agent of any such person.

(b) A candidate, political committee, or public official

who violates subsection (a) of this Section for the first

tine is quilty of a Cass A m sdeneanor.

(c) A candidate, political committee, or public official

must pay into the State treasury any contribution that (i)

violates this Section or (ii) wuld have violated this

Section if the contribution had been Kknowingly accepted by

the candidate, political commttee, or public official.

(d) A candidate, political committee, or public official

who violates subsection (a) of this Section for a second or

subsequent time is quilty of a Class 4 fel ony. For a second

or subsequent violation of this Section, a fine nust be
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i mposed of not less than twice the anobunt of any contribution

accepted by the offending candidate, political commttee, or

public official.

Section 10. The 1llinois Horse Racing Act of 1975 is

anended by changi ng Section 24 as foll ows:

(230 ILCS 5/24) (fromCh. 8, par. 37-24)

Sec. 24. (a) No license shall be issued to or held by an
organi zation licensee unless all of its officers, directors,
and holders of ownership interests of at |east 5% are first
approved by the Board. The Board shall not give approval of
an organization |I|icense application to any person who has
been convicted of or is under an indictnent for a crime of
noral turpitude or has violated any provision of the racing
law of this State or any rules of the Board.

(b) An organization licensee must notify the Board
wi thin 10 days of any change in the holders of a direct or
indirect interest in the ownership of the organization
| i censee. The Board may, after hearing, revoke the
organi zation license of any person who registers on its books
or knowingly permts a direct or indirect interest in the
ownership of that person without notifying the Board of the
name of the holder in interest within this period.

(c) In addition to the provisions of subsection (a) of
this Section, no person shall be granted an organization
license if any public official of the State or nenber of his
or her famly holds any ownership or financial interest,
directly or indirectly, in the person.

(d) No person which has been granted an organization
license to hold a race neeting shall knowi ngly give to any
public official or menber of his famly, directly or
indirectly, for or wthout consideration, any interest in the

per son. The Board shall, after hearing, revoke the
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organi zation license granted to a person which has violated
this subsection

(e) (Bl ank).

(f) No or gani zati on licensee or concessionaire or
officer, director or holder or controller of any 5% -ef--npre
| egal or beneficial interest in any organization |icensee or
concessi on shal | knowi ngly nmake any sort of gift or
contribution of any kind or pay or give any noney or other

thing of value to any person who is a public official, or a

candi date or nom nee for public office, or to any political

commttee. A person is quilty of a dass A m sdeneanor for

violating this subsection (f) for the first tine. A person

is quilty of a Class 4 felony and, in addition, shall suffer

revocation of any license granted wunder this Act if that

person or any agent of that person violates this subsection

(f) for a second or subsequent tine.

The Riverboat Ganbling Act is anended by

changi ng Section 18 and addi ng Section 13.2 as foll ows:

Sec. 13. 2. Owmership by public official; political

contri butions.

(a) No licensee or applicant for licensure or agent

thereof may knowingly give to any public official or nenber

of his or her famly, directly or indirectly, for or wthout

consideration, any interest in shar es of st ock or

certificates or other evidences of ownership of any interest

in an activity licensed by the Board under this Act. The

Board nust, after hearing, revoke the license of any |licensee

found in violation of this subsection (a).

(b) No licensee or applicant for licensure or officer,

director, holder, or controller of any | egal or benefici al
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interest in any license granted by the Board under this Act

nor any gani ng operati ons nanager or any agent of that person

may knowi ngly nmake any sort of qgift or contribution of any

kind or pay or give any noney or other thing of value, as

defined in Section 9-1.12 of the Election Code, to any person

who is a public official, or a candidate or nonminee for

public office, or to any agent of that person, or to any

political committee or other fund-raising entity that gives,

lends, or otherwise provides funds to neet the expenses of

any candidate for public office.

Sec. 18. Prohibited Activities - Penalty.
(a) A personis guilty of a Cass A msdeneanor for
doi ng any of the follow ng:

(1) Conducting ganbling where wagering is used or
to be used without a |icense issued by the Board.

(2) Conducting ganbling where wagering is permtted
other than in the manner specified by Section 11

(3) Violating Section 13.2 of this Act for the

first tine.

(b) A person is gquilty of a Cass B m sdeneanor for
doi ng any of the follow ng:

(1) permtting a person under 21 years to nmake a
wager; or
(2) violating paragraph (12) of subsection (a) of

Section 11 of this Act.

(c) A person wagering or accepting a wager at any
| ocation outside the riverboat is subject to the penalties in
paragraphs (1) or (2) of subsection (a) of Section 28-1 of
the Crimnal Code of 1961

(d) A person conmts a Class 4 felony and, in addition,
shal | be barred for life from riverboats under the

jurisdiction of the Board, if the person does any of the
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fol | ow ng:

(1) Ofers, promses, or gives anything of value or
benefit to a person who is connected wth a riverboat
owner including, but not Ilimted to, an officer or
enpl oyee of a |licensed owner or hol der of an occupati onal
license pursuant to an agreenment or arrangenent or with
the intent that the promse or thing of value or benefit
will influence the actions of the person to whomthe
offer, promse, or gift was made in order to affect or
attenpt to affect the outcone of a ganbling gane, or to
i nfluence official action of a nenber of the Board.

(2) Solicits or knowngly accepts or receives a
prom se of anything of value or benefit while the person
is connected with a riverboat including, but not limted
to, an officer or enployee of a |icensed owner, or hol der
of an occupational |icense, pursuant to an understandi ng
or arrangenent or with the intent that the promse or
thing of wvalue or benefit will influence the actions of
the person to affect or attenpt to affect the outconme of
a ganbling ganme, or to influence official action of a
menber of the Board.

(3) Uses or possesses with the intent to use a
device to assist:

(1) In projecting the outcone of the gane.

(i) In keeping track of the cards played.

(tit) In analyzing the probability of the
occurrence of an event relating to the ganbling
gane.

(tv) In analyzing the strategy for playing or
betting to be used in the gane except as permtted
by the Board.

(4) Cheats at a ganbling gane.

(5) Manufactures, sells, or distributes any cards,

chips, dice, gane or device which is intended to be used
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to violate any provision of this Act.

(6) Alters or msrepresents the outcone of a
ganbling ganme on which wagers have been nade after the
outcone is made sure but before it is revealed to the
pl ayers.

(7) Places a bet after acquiring know edge, not
avai lable to all players, of the outcone of the ganbling
gane which 1is subject of the bet or to aid a person in
acquiring the know edge for the purpose of placing a bet
contingent on that outcone.

(8 dains, collects, or takes, or attenpts to
claim collect, or take, noney or anything of value in or
fromthe ganbling ganmes, with intent to defraud, w thout
having nmade a wager contingent on w nning a ganbling
gane, or clainms, collects, or takes an anmount of noney or
thing of value of greater value than the anmount won.

(9) Uses counterfeit chips or tokens in a ganbling
gane.

(10) Possesses any key or device designed for the
pur pose of opening, entering, or affecting the operation
of a ganbling gane, drop box, or an electronic or
mechani cal device connected with the ganbling game or for
removi ng coins, tokens, chips or other contents of a
ganbling gane. Thi s paragraph (10) does not apply to a
ganbling licensee or enployee of a ganbling |icensee
acting in furtherance of the enployee' s enpl oynent.

(e) The possession of nore than one of the devices
described in subsection (d), paragraphs (3), (5 or (10
permts a rebuttable presunption that the possessor intended
to use the devices for cheating.

(f) A personis quilty of a ddass 4 felony and, in

addition, shall suffer revocation of any license granted by

the Board under this Act if such person or any agent thereof

violates Section 13.2 of this Act for a second or subsequent
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An action to prosecute any crime occurring on a riverboat
shall be tried in the county of the dock at which the
riverboat is based.
